No. 3/6/96-Public.—The President has learnt, with deep regret, of the death, in Hyderabad, of Dr. M. Channa Reddy, 
Governor of Tamilnadu, at 7,15 A.M. on Monday, the 2nd December, 1996, In his passing away, India has lost an astute 
politician and an able administrator. 

2. Dr. M. Channa Reddy was bom on 13 Jannuary, 1919 in Sirpur village, Hyderabad District, to Sml. Shankaramma 
and Shri Lakshma Reddy. After his early education, he graduated in medicine in 1941 from the Osmania University Medical 
College, Hyderabad. He did not practise medicine for long. He plunged into the national movement. The old Hyderabad State 
was the scene of his activities. He wanted the Hyderabad State to accede to the Indian Union. He took part in Indian Union 
Movement. He was arrested on 5 September, 1947 and detained in the Central Jail, Hyderabad,-Later, he was released oil 

30 November, 1947 following the “Standstill Agreement” between the Nizam's Government and Government of India. 

3. Dr. M. Channa Reddy was a member of the Provisional Parliament during 1950-52 after the accession of the 
Hyderabad State to the Indian Union. He was elected as member of of the Legislative Assembly, Hyderabad, in 1952. He was 
Minister for Agriculture, Planning and Rehabilitation in the first popular Government of Hyderabad from 6 March, 1952 to 

31 October, 1956. During 1962 -67, he was Minister for Planning and Panchayat Raj and Minister for Finance and Industries, 
Government of Andhra Pradesh. 

4. During his term of office as Food and Agriculture Minister of Hyderabad, Dr. M. Channa Reddy led the Indian 
delegation to the Conference of the International Federation of Agricultural Producers held in Rome in 1953, In 1955, he was 
the Deputy Leader of the Indian delegation to the FAO Conference held in Rome. 

5. Dr, M. Channa Reddy was elected as a Member of the Rajya Sabha in April, 1967. He was the Union Minister for 
Stee], Mines and Metals from 16 March, 1967 to 26 April, 1968. He resigned the ministership following the judgement of the 
Supreme Court on an election appeal. He was re-elected to the Rajya Sabha in April, 1968. 

6. Dr. M. Channa Reddy became the Chief Minister of Andhra Pradesh on 6 March, 1978. He resigned the Chief 
Ministership on lOOctober, 1980. He became the ChiefMinister of Andhra Pradesh for the second time on 3 December, 1989. 
However, he resigned the Chief Ministership the following year. 

7. In October 1974, Dr. M. Channa Reddy was appointed as the Governor of Uttar Pradesh and held that office till 
1 October, 1977. He was the Governor of Punjab from 21 April, 1982 to 6 February, 1983. In February, 1992, he was appointed 
as the Governor of Rajasthan and held that office till 31 May, 1993, when he became the Governor of Tamilnadu. 

8. Dr. M. Channa Reddy was a man of many parts. He took keen interest in sports and horticulture as well as in 
various cultural activities. He was a fiuent speaker in Teiugu and Urdu. 

9. Dr. M. Channa Reddy rendered yeoman service to the nation which will long be remembered.
